- LORD (ASA) BRIGGS PROVOST OF WORCESTER 
COLLEGE, OXFORD. AND THE FORMER VICE CHANCELLOR OF 
SUSSEX UNIVERSITY, HE IS A NOTED HISTORIAN SPECIALIZING 
IN NINETEENTH AND TWENTIETH CENTURY SOCIAL HISTORY. HIS 
PUBLISHED WORKS INCLUDE: PATTERNS OF PEACE-MAKING 
(1945): VICTORIAN PEOPLE (1954); FRIENDS OF THE PEOPLE 
(1956): HISTORY OF BROADCASTING IN THE UK (3 VOLS., 

1961-70); VICTORIAN CITIES (1963); AND HOW THEY LIVED, 

1700 TO 1815 (1969). IN 1975 BRIGGS RECEIVED THE 
MARCONI MEDAL FOR HIS WORK ON COMMUNICATIONS HISTORY. HE 
HAS HONORARY DEGREES FROM SEVERAL BRITISH, AMERICAN AND 
CANADIAN UNIVERSITIES, AND IS A MEMBER OF THE AMERICAN 
ACADEMY OF ARTS AND SCIENCE. IN 1966 AND 1970 HE WAS A 
VISITING PROFESSOR AT CHICAGO UNIVERSITY AND IN 1953-54 A 
MEMBER OF THE INSTITUTE FOR ADVANCED STUDY. PRINCETON. 
BRIGGS IS A LRADUATE OF CAMBRIDGE, WHERE HE RECEIVED A 
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WHERE HE READ ECONOMICS. BIGGS ALSO SERVES ON A NUMBER

DENT, SOCIETY FOR THE STUDY OF SOCIAL HISTORY; GOVERNOR. 
BRITISH FILM INSTITUTE; CHAIRMAN, INSTITUTE FOR
